ROME, Sept. 11.—-A bomb flung 
at Premier Mussolini this morning 
by an Italian anarchist, who had 


caused relations between Italy and 
France to be more strained tonight 
than at any time since the Fascist! 
took charge of Italy in October, 
1922. 

Mussolini was not hurt. The 
chauffeur of his car stepped on 
the gas when he felt the bomb 
strike the side of the machine. As 
the machine leaped forward the 
bomb fell to the running board, 
then rolled to the ground. 

When the bomb exploded qith 
a terrific detonation, the car was 
many yards away. 

Mussolini escaped without a 
wound, but eight persons in the 
street suffered superficial wounds. 

The would-be assassin, Ermecte 
Giovannini, 26 years old, | Seema 
cutter, was captured on the spot. 
Police saved him from the mob 
which gathered quickly. 

This, the third attempt fn a year 
to kill the Fascist dictator, was 
nade while the premier wag riding 
in his closed limousine from his 
home in Villa Tortolonia to the 
government offices In Chigt Palace. 

This evening’s sequel to the at- 
tempted assassination wes dra- 
matic and pregnant of meaning to 
Mussolini, Italy and all of Europe. 

“Italy must not be disturbed by 
a handful of criminals,” declared 
Mussolini. “As I have abolished 
strikes so I shall also abolish this 
sort of thing with the restoration 
of capital punishment. It will be 
lees and less comfortable to eri- 
danger this regime and the tras- 
quillity of the Itallan people, I am 
not saying vain words, hut an- 
nouncing facts.”

UF ONCE POOR IRISH LAD 


Martin Shaughnessy, in His 
Will, Stressed Importance 
of Study of English, 


To Martin Shaughnessy, who 
came to this country as a poor 


Irish lad, the right use of the En- 
glish language seemed the most) 
important thing in education. He 
gave his view in a paragraph of 
his will, which reads: 

“It has been my experience that 
young men and women enter upon 
their business life without a prop- 
er understanding of the English‘ 
language, and without the ability 
to express theig, ideas intelligently | 
I feel that it is important for -a 
business school to educate its stu- 
dents in all branches of English. 
It is my wish, therefore, that a 
part of the income of the fund be 
used for the purpose of teaching 
students the correct reading, writ- 
ing and expression of English, in| 
preparation for a buSiness carcer.”’ | 

The “‘fund” is that provided by 
Mr. Shaughnessy’s bequest of one- 
half his residuary estate, after his 
widow’s death, to St. Louis Univer- 
sity for its School of Commerce 
and Finance, to be used for build- 
teaching, endowment and 


ing, 


Gift Nearly $1,000,000. 

As told in Friday’s Post-Dis- 
patch, the gift to St. Louis Univer- 
sity represents nearly one-teif of 
an estate estimated at $2,000,000, 
and consisting largely of St. Louis 
realty. The direct bequests to Mrs. 
Shaughnessy and to relatives and 
employes, and direct gifts to three 


charities, amount to $64,000, be- 
sides the home at 1 Washington 
terrace and its cdéntents, left to the 


widow. In addition, Mrs. Shaugh- 
nessy may dispose ef $50,000 in 
her will. 

Except for this total of $114,000 
and the home, the estate is divided 
into halves. The first half is held 


in trust for Mrs. Shaughnessy dur- 
ing her lfe, and after her/ death 
goes to St. Louis University. Mrs. 


Shaughnessy is now past 60 years 
of are. The second half is made a 
trust fund for a group of six rela- 
tives in England, and after their 
deaths is to be divided equally 
among six charitable institutions of 
the Catholic Church here. 

Two of thege institutions, the 
Convent of the Good Shepherd and 
Mt. St. Rose Hospital for tubercue+ 
losis patients, had received liberal 
gifts from Mr. Shaughnessy in his 
lifetime. The others are the two 
institutions of the Little Sisters of 
the Poor, in North and South St. 
Louis, and the,orphan asylums, St. 
Joseh’s and St. Mary’s, for boys 
and girls respectively.

ger that future generations may know their 
hero was, before all else, a man. 

Osborn H. Oldroyd, now 85 years old, is 
the devotee whom future historians and, 
more important, future common people may 
bless for his labors of love. Since 1860 
he has been collecting every-day things that 
have been associated with the mar- 
tyred President, and today, through his 
efforts, the Government has an almost price- 
jess collection of Lincoiniana, housed in 
the 91d rooming house where Lincoln died, 
on the morning of April 15, 1865. 

By a coincidence, the American people 
get two great Lincoln collections in 
game year. Recentiy. at the death of Rob- 
ert Todd Lincoln, announcement was made 
that the last surviving son had given to 
the Government his collection of Lincoln 
letters, pamphlets and newspaper articles. 
to be held sealed and locked in the Library 
of Congress for 21 years and then to be 
opened to public inspection. This will be 
a rich historical mine for future writers, 
for these lettere, hitherto unavailable, ere 
expected to throw a new light on dark and 
Goubtful situations of the Civil War. 

The Oldroyd collection, while containing 
a few letters and many pamphlets and news- 
paper articles, is {in an entirely different 
field, and for that reason has more appea! 
0 laymen who like to think of Lincoln as 
oe of their own. It was purchased by the 
Government for $50,000, at the end of the 
last seasion of Congress, at the instance of 
Senator Willis of Ohio and Representative 
Henry Rathbone of Illinois, whose father, 
Major Rathbone, was severely wounded by 
the assassin, J. Wilkes Booth. when he tried 
to protect the President.

The Peterson House, as might be sur- 
mised, is in the downtown section of the 
capital. Entering the building by a winding 
stairway, the visitor finds himeeif in a long 
hall, with an old-fashioned double parlor on 
hie left. It was in this room that Mrs. Lin- 
coln waited through the night as her hus- 
band lay dying in a emal!l room at the end 
of the hall. 

In the front parlor, Oldroyd has placed 
many of his choice mementos—-the manu- 
acripts, the checkered shawl, the best pic- 
tures and the epur of Booth. 

Over the door leading to the back parior 
le the black locust rail eplit by the hands 
of Lincoln. In thie parlor are the cartoons 
—@ whole series from the London Punch, 
drawn by the famous Sir John Tenniel— 
photographs of the conspirators and their 
executions, two death masks and an oak 
stand, made by Oldroyd from a house, now 
destroyed, in which Lincoln once lived. Old- 
royd gave the stand a rugged base and 
placed a marble slab on top.
